And bo it further Enacted, That whenever any Goods Wares and ™ 
Merchandize shall be seized after llic landing thereof in Ireland, for any offences 
Offence against any Act or Acts in force in Ireland, relating to any matteis gfcustoms, 
and things under the management of the Commissioners of Customs and 
Port Ditties, it shall and may be lawful for the Consignee or Consignees 
thereof to claim such Goods Wares and Merchandize on behalf of the c. 106,^34,35* 
Owner or Owners thereof, such Consignee or Consignees maldug an 
Affidavit before the Officer empowered to receive such Claim, of the 
Name or Names, Place or Places of abode of the real Owner or Owners 
of such Goods Wares and Merchandize, and also giving Security by Bond 
5 to His Majesty, with Two sufficient Sureties, to be previously approved of 
by the said Commissioners of Customs and Port Duties, or by the Col- 
lector or other principal Officer ol the Customs lor the District within 
which such Claim shall be entered, in the Penalty of 
or such further Sum not exceeding

cuniavy Fines, Penalties and I’orlbiturcs, inflicted or imposed by the said i*l> 
Acts, are directed to be payable and to be paid and received in British 
Currency ; BE it furllier Enacted, That in suing for any such Fine, 

Penalty or Forfeiture, it shall not be necessary to specify, mention or set 
forth in the Complaint or Information, or in any Judgment given thereon, 
or in any Warrant to be issued founded upon such Judgment, the Currency 
c in which sucli Fine, Penalty or Forfeiture shall be paid or receivable ; but 
every sucb Fine, Penalty and Forfeiture, shall be levied, recovered and 
jiaid according to the amonnt thereof in British Currency. 

And be it further Enacted, Tliat all Penalties and Forfeitures under 
this Act shall ho paid and payable in British Currency, and shall be raised this 
levied, collected, paid, sued for, recovered and applied in such manner, An. 
and under such powers and authorities, and by such ways and methods, 
and according to such rules and directions as are appointed, directed 
and expressed for the recovering of any Penalties or Forfeitures in and by 
the said recited Act made in Ireland in the Fourteenth and Fifteenth
